mail from the Cucamonga post- 
office belonging to another. 

The complaint against the 
pair recites that by making 
false affidavit they obtained 
from the postoffice a letter 
containing a check for Lupe 
Sepulveda, and by forging an 
endorsement cashed the paper 


: T. Edward Diener, Cuca- 
monga storekeeper. 

Discovery of the alleged act 
of the pair followed when 
Lupe Sepulveda, who is no re- 
lation to the other, learned 
that the check in question had 
been mailed to him and that 
he had not received it. In- 
vestigation developed the fact 
Lorenzo Sepulveda had claim- 
ed the letter at the postoffice. 
Legaspe is alleged to have for- 
ged the endorsement and to 
have received $7.50 as reim- 
bursement for the act, the re- 
maining $42.50 going to Lor- 
enzo Sepulveda.

MENOFINFLUENCE 
BACKING ALFORD 


Aided by powerful influences 
throughout the state, Fred E. Al. 
ford, the ex-city manager of On- 
tario, convicted a year ago of a 
$30,000 fraud, will appear before 
the State Board of Prison Di- 
rectors late in July to request a 
parole. 





Under a sentence of from 1 to 
20 years, Alford is entitled to 
present an appeal for parole after 
serving one year of his term. 
This law applies in Alford’s case 
although he was sent to the peni- 
tentiary under two 1-to-10-year 
sentences to run consecutively. 

Spends Time on Appeal 

For weeks Alford has been pre- 
paring an appeal for leniency; in 
the prison himself and supported 
on the outside by his family and 
friends. It is known that Alford 
has requested aid from a number 
of prominent citizens of the state, 
not even excluding Chief Deputy 
District Attorney M. O. Hert, who 
directed the prosecution of Alford 
and his accomplice, John E. Hul- 
ing, a Los Angeles business man. 
Huling has appealed his convic- 
tion to the state courts and is 
awaiting a decision. 

Alford’s attempt .to gain an 
early parole will be vigorously op- 
posed by Mr. Hert, he: admitted 
yesterday. 

Hert Writes “40 Board 

“T- have written the secretary of 
the State Board of Prison Direct- 
ors,’ said Mr. Hert. “asking an 
opportunity to be heard, before 
a decision is issued in the Alford 
case. I am of the opinion that 
Alford is a criminal. Any man 
who plotted for years, as he did, 
to steal from the city and who 
successfully carried out his plots, 
is dangerous. I believe he should 
serve a number of years as a 
penalty for his acts, and told the 
prison board as much.” 

If Alford’s plea for a parole is 
denied, his penalty will be defin- 
itely fixed by the parole board. 
Ordinarily, prisoners who have 
been in the penitentiary for a 
year are entitled to request len- 
iency and in Alford’s case he may 
receive more consideration be- 
cause of his record as a “model 
prisoner.” At San Quentin, Al- 
ford is chief accountant on the 
warden’s staff.

Of recent weeks bus service has obtained on Euclid Avenue and as the bus stands 
still a large part of the time the question arises as to why a route and schedule can 
not be lined up over city streets which will keep the bus moving and result in a 
greater profit to the Pacific Electrie and better service to residents as a whole. 
There are many people to the east and north of the city who find it burdensome to 
walk to the business district, to the library and to the churches and an hourly bus 
service would prove of great assistance to them. Euclid Avenue trolley line is not 
a paying investment to the Pacific Electrie and many months ago the Railroad Com- 


mission of the State advised its abandonment. 


Tearing up of the track would not 


be necessarily a backward step, but rather a change to meet conditions as they 


exist today. 


If the tracks were removed another year when water conditions are 


better, people of the city would be willing to consider the parking of the strip 
running between the trees and to the street-curb up Euclid, thus giving to this city 


something different in the

San Bernardino County Associ-

entire Inland Empire are crippled.

omic investment. 
Traffic is Congested 

“The conditions have changed 
now, however, and even mer- 
‘chants on the two present routes 
would be better off with some 
less traffic.

QUITS BUSINESS 


One of the largest and most ac- 
rings the 
county was broken up on Satur- 
day when Deputy Sheriffs Ernest 
Shay and Ernest Leffen and 
others, raided stills said to have 
been operated by Alessandro Cor- 
nell, B. Servetti 
Nick Mazzola, about one and one- 
half miles east of the Upland city 
limits. 

All four of the alleged bootleg- 
gers ‘were lodged in the county 
jail. Kenneth Mathewson, declar- 
ed to be the owner of the ranch 


on which Cornell and Servetti are 
charged with operating stills, was 
released on his own recognizance. 

Yesterday two of the accused 
moonshiners, E. Serra and E. Ser- 
vetti, were fined $300 and $400, 
respectively, as they pleaded 
guilty to Wright Act charges be- 
fore Justice Thomas N. Donnelly 
of Etiwanda. 

Serra and Servetti not only lost 
their money, but several hundred 
gallons of apricot brandy and 
wine that the officers destroyed 
in the raids. Alexander Connell, 
N. and S. Mazzola were released 
on $1,000 bond. They are charg- 
ed with operating stills and will 
be held for trial in the superior 
court. 

The raids conducted under the 
supervision of Deputy Sheriff J. 
D. Orendorff, were among the 
most effective in the district, 
thousands of gallons of wine and 
brandy being confiscated in addi- 
tion to four stills, all of which 
were in operation, the officers re- 
ported.

The camps and resorts 
in the mountains are one of the greatest attractions to tourists 
and to permanent residents alike. 

If the mountain resorts constituted a fire menace they 
ought to be closed summarily, But do they? They do not! 
Such fire hazard as they ereate is more than offset by the 
safeguards they afford. If you disagree, consider the records. 
Have fire ravages inereased in recent years in proportion to 
the growth of resort business and the free use of the moun- 
tains by the public? They have not. 

The number of individual fires has undoubtedly increased. 
But the areas burned .have been much smaller because the 
presence of people to fight the fires and of trails giving 
access to the fires have facilitated fire fighting. It is true 
large areas have been burned over. But these extensive fires 
have been for the most part in remote sections rather than 
near the resort and eabin districts which are most popularly 
used. 

Are fire conditions worse in the nearby mountains than 
they usually are at this season? Not a bit; less if anything. 
There is a great confusion over the shortage of water and 
the fire menace. The mountain streams are low, or even 
dry. But streams do not put out fires. The streams are 
low because of short rainfall last winter. For the same 
reason vegetation did not get its normal growth, so there is 
actually less inflammable material in the mountains than 
usual, 

Considering all these factors, it is to be hoped the hyster- 
ical tendency over the fire situation will not be allowed to 
cause injury to a: business as important as that of the resorts, 
and at the time deprive thousands of people of the pleasure 
of the most wholesome outdoor playground in Southern 
California—Sierra Madre News.

ATTENDANCE 


School enroliment in the City 
of San Bernardino during the last 
year showed an increase of 796 
pupils, or 14 per cent over the 
registration of 1922-23, aceording 
to the annual report of Miss Ida 
M. Collins, county Superintendent 
of schools. This includes increase 
in high school, elementary schools 
and kindergartens. 

Schools in Colton show an li 
per cent increase, those in Red- 
lands 4 per cent, Rialto 6 per 
cent, and Highland 5 per cent. 
The Chaffey Union High School, 
situated in Ontario, shows an 
enrollment 
cent. This high school has stu- 
dents from Upland, Ontario, Fon- 
tana and other nearby districts. 
Upland Gains More Than Ontario 

The elementary schools and kin- 
dergartens of Ontario and Upland 
both show substantial gains. Up 
land shows a slightly larger per- 
centage than its sister city, hav- 
ing an increase of 9 per cent as 
against an 8 per cent increase in 
Ontario. 

San Bernardino, however, leads 
the county in increasé in school 
enrollment. 

The report also shows that a 
general decrease in the cost of 
the county school system has 
been effected, even in the face 
of heavy building projects in some 
districts. A large majority of 
the county school districts show 
substantial decreases in expense, 
although San Bernardino shows a 
slight increase, which is said by 
Miss Collins to be expected in 
connection with the rapid increase 
in enrollment. 
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Gate City Has Economical 
Education 
According to figures showing 
the cost per student of ‘educating 
the children of the county, San 
Bernardino provides education to 
elementary and kindergarten stu-

two schools, as elementary grades 
always cost less than high school.

Violators of the ordinance 
jwill be punished by a fine of 
13300 oy three months in the 
county jail, or both. 

Among the provisions of the 
ordinance are the requirements 
it shall be unlawful to 
bring cows into the county 
that have not been tested for 
tuberculosis five days previous- 
ly, and such tests were found 
to be negative. 

All cows brought into the 
county must be accompanied 
by a certificate signed by a 
Federal, State and county vet- 
erinarian, or a_ veterinarian 
duly authorized, certifying that 
the animals are free from tu- 
berculosis. F 

The county veterinarians 
must be notified when the 
cows are brought into the 
county and certificates must 
be filed showing result of 
tests. 

Upon entrance into the coun- 
ty the animals are to be kept 
in a place designated for that 
purpose for a period of 90 
days, or until the county veter- 
inarian is satisfied that they 
are tubercular free, when by 
special permit free movement 
of the animals will be allowed. 
To Brand Cows With Disease 


After 60 days, the cows may 
be tested, the ordinance pro- 
vides, and if the animals react 
from the test, they are to he 
branded on the left jaw with 
the letter ‘‘T’’. Movement of 
the animals with this brand 
can not be made except upon 
permission of the county veter- 
inarian. 

Injection of tubereulin into 
any cattle brought into the 
county within 60 days after 
the arrival, except by written 
permission, is also prohibited 
by the ordinance.

WORKSTARTEDON | 
NG BEAR BRIDGE 


Work on the bridge which is to 
span the dam at Big Bear Lake 
connecting the Deep Creek Cutoff 
with the south shore resorts has 
been started. Guy McMurtry, en- 
gineer of the Federal Bureau of 
Roads, has been stationed at the 
valley to supervise the work. Mr. 
McMurtry claims that the bridge 
is to be the equal of any of its 
type in the state. 

The bridge, being built by 
Frank Bryant of San Francisco, 
will be 350 feet in length, includ- 
ing the approaches, will have a 
21-foot roadway and will have a 
footwalk of three feet nine inches 
on the canyon side of the dam. 
There will also be a hand railing 
on both sides of the bridge. The 
bridge is to be of reinforced con- 
crete, and its completion will 
make a new era in the traffic 
movements of the valley. 

It is understood that the bridge 
and the two-mile extension con- 
necting the bridge and the Bear 
Valley Boulevard will be com- 
pleted and ready for traffic this 
fall.

“The department has not had 
an opportunity to investigate the 
merits of all these offers,” said 
Director Hecke, “but the offeriugs 
are believed worthy of investiga- 
tion by dairymen who need to 
restock following the devastation 
of the foot and mouth disease to 
build up their present herds. 

“Dairymen are urged to buy 
only animals which have demon- 
strated a capacity for large pro- 
duction and have passed the tub- 
erculin test, subject to a 60-day 
retest. 

“No animals whatever should 
be purchased even on a_tuber- 
culin test from a herd which con- 
tains reactors or herds from 
which reactors are not promptly 
removed when tests are made.” 

Director Hecke states that fur- 
ther assistance or advice of a 
more specific nature will be given 
upon individual application. Ad- 
dress California Department of 
Agriculture, 1015 L Street, Sacra- 
mento, California.

Since the dawn of man, protection from 
the elements, wild beasts and hostile men, 
whether it was a cave among the rocks, 
a mud hut, tent or cabin, all spelled home 
and the history of civilization proves the 
hopes of the nation depend inevitably 
upon the home owning aspirations of its 
citizens. 

The first step for a home builder is to 
seek an adequate site and to consider it 


from all viewpoints, for the choice of 


location is of paramount importance. 
Study the topography of the site care- 
fully, ascertain assessments and tax rates 
and note the proximity of the school, 
church, public garage, stores, water sup- 
ply and sewage disposal. 


No person should begin the erection of 
a house without a well digested and fully 
matured plan. All the details of its in- 
ternal arrangement, the size and situ- 
ation of the various rooms, halls, closets 
and the exact location of stairs, chim- 
neys, doors and windows should be deter- 
mined. If this course is not followed 
mistakes are almost sure to be made and 
money wasted in needless alterations. 


The house must be adopted to the site 
you have chosen, for a plan may be 
admirable in itself and yet unsuited to a 
particular spot. It must be considered 
with reference to the ground it is to 
occupy. 

Now realize the three elements which 
enter any building problem are cost, 
dimensions and material, You can fix 
upon anv to of these and the third will 
determine itself. 

Careful planning is the essence of suc- 
cess in building a practical house. The 
plan, to be gooa, must be economical 
of ground space and mist provide the 
utmost usable incerior area within the 
boundary walls, all logically adjusted 
for convenience and directness of com-

Avoid peculiarities in plan and realize 
also large rooms are not essential, if the 
judicious locating of doors and windows 
is given careful study in conjunction 
with the positions for furniture. 


Halls are inasense waste space; there- 
fore minimize the amount of area de- 
voted to them. 

The kitchen should be of a size suffi- 
cient to provide for the kitchen work, 
but no larger. Kitchen equipment should 
be so planned as to follow the natural 
rotation of effort, from the ice box to 
dining table and return. 

The type of wall construction should 
now be determined, whether frame, hol- 
low tile, concrete, brick or stone. The 
selection is governed by your building 
budget, by local ordinances and the 
availability of the material to the site. 


The roof is the dominating feature of 
any house and this fact should be con- 
sidered when making a selection of the 
roofing material. 


The law of fitness applies to all the 
details of a house as well as its general 
form. In spite of the different types of 
houses, the good examples all manifest 
the same characteristics, the simple mass 
of the plan emphasized in the simple 
mass of the exterior. 


Materials exercise an immediate and 
strong influence on types. There are 
always certain characteristics in a par- 
ticular site which should influence the 
design. 

A bold landscape will demand a style 
of vigorous forms: a flat district will 
call for more qiiet motives and delicate 
style. We must never divorce the house 
from the site and must always allow 
climatic and. natural grade conditions to 
guvern the setting of the house on the 
site. 

It should be realized when a house is

of hospital furniture. The elec- 
trie lights in every room are on 
the walls, not overhead, and can 
be dimmed to suit the wish of 
the patient, while still leaving 
sufficient light for the nurse to 
do her work. 

The wide corridors, fully eight 
feet, provide for the turning of an 
ambulance or stretcher without 
any discomfort to the patient, or 
the chance banging at a critical 
moment, and the doors into each 
room leave ample space for the 
patient to be taken in comfort- 
ably. 

The operating rooms, with their 
perfect electrical equipment and 
lights, and the sage green walls 
1—so much nicer than the usual 
staring white—are a wonder to 
see. The system of lights makes 
each room look like an observa- 
tory, and by a simple touch, the 
whole battery of lights can be 
turned in any direction necessary, 
giving the doctors and nurses the 
full benefit ‘of direct sunlight 
without the glare. If, after the 
scrubbing-up process the phys- 
ician goes through before attempt- 
ng an operation, it is necessary 
to' again wash one’s hands, taps 
of the lavatory in the operating 
reom can be worked by a press- 
uré’ from the knéés, and there is 
no need to turn on or off a tap 
with the hands. 

A visit to the nurseries is in- 
teresting, and the incubator for 
the babies is worth attention. 
Each lttle wire basket waiting 
to receive its occupant and the 
|latest in bathing and dressing 
j}equipment attracts attention, and 
the larger cots for children of an 
older growth are in an adjoining 
ward. At the end of the corridor 
is a small room where little 
babies who contract anything in- 
fectious will be put immediately 
their condition is discovered, so 
that ‘the others will not be sub- 
jected to any infection. 

No description of the San An- 
tonio Community Hospital would 
be complete without mentioning 
the kitchen which, with all its up- 
to-date appliances, will make the 
cook’s life a dream of pleasure. 
The electric dishwasher is large 
enough to wash dishes for 350 
people, and the refrigerators are 
built on the latest scientific meth- 
ad, holding big quantities of meat, 
milk, vegetables, fruit, and so on 
without any disagreeable results 
‘rom the mixture of food. Closets, 
shelves, racks and _ everything 
needful have been planned, and 
while the kitchen is a very large 
one, things have’ been so arrang- 
ed that there are no unnecessary 
steps, and everything is compact. 

The nurses’ dining room, the 
veception room and library, the 
| superintendent’s room, and the 
| doctors’ consulting rooms are all 
lin keeping with the -rest of the 
building. and it is difficult for 
the ordinary layman in making an 
inspection of the hospital to find 
anything to add or improve on. 
The arrangements for those seek- 
ing its help are among the best 
to be found in the country, and 
those in the community who have 
not yet made a personal tour of 
the hospital should certainly get 
in touch with the authorities and 
see all there is to be seen.

With only detail work to be 
completed on the plans of the 
new home of the National 
Orange Show which is to be 
built at a cost of $125,000, 
the plans will be ready to sub- 
mit to bidders by August 1, 
according to DeWitt Mitcham, 
architect. The bids probably 
will be opened by August 15 
and the contract awarded. 

According to R. H. Mack, 
manager of the Orange Show, 
construction on the building 
will start about Sept. 1, with 
the contract calling for com- 
pletion by Jan. 1, 1925. 

The citrus exposition build- 
ing will be 80 feet long with 
‘a width of 135-feet. It will 
house both the fruit and in- 
dustrial departments of th 
orange classic. : 

Mammoth arehes of special 
design will support the roof 
without a single post or pilla: 
both the load and thrust being 
carried on the side abutments. 

On either side of the build- 
ing proper will be a corridor 
running the entire length of 
the structure. Frequent open- 
ings will be aranged in the 
side walls leading to these 
corridors. 


Galleries Are Planned 

At either end of the fruit 
section there will be galleries, 
which will have a combined 
seating capacity of 1000 per- 
sons. 

The fruit exhibit section of 
the building will be 360 feet 
long. At one side will. be a 
permanent stage equipped as 
no Orange Show stage has ever 
been. It will be fitted so that 
the great fruit exhibit section 
can be turned into a theater 
or concert hall, if desired. 

The exterior of the great 
hall will ,be of the Spanish 
Colonial type of architecture. 
The main entrance will have 
a width of 256 feet. Long 
semi-circular approaches will 
lead to the main entrance. At 
the eastern side will be the 
automobile entrance, enlarged 
to eare for a much greater 
volume of automobile traffic 
than ever the Orange Show 
has witnessed. 

Arrowhead Avenue and Mill 
Stret will be utilized more in 
the future to care for a large 
proportion of the machines. 

May Build Spur 

There is some possibility 
that. a special spur of the 
Pacifie Electrie will be run in- 
to the show grounds proper. 
If this is done the tracks will 
be laid on the west side of the 
entrance. 


The present arched entrance 
of Mission type will be torn 
down. The new _ entrance, 
which will lead to and be a 
part of the building proper, 
will be much more elaborate. 
It will also be designed scien- 
tifically to care for larger 
crowds. Colorful ticket booths 
can be placed in the open 
plaza between the semi-circu- 
lar colonnades or be erected in 
the corridors. : 

General offices of the Or- 
ange Show will be housed in 
a suite directly over the en- 
trance and oceupying the en- 
tire front of the building. 

The cost of the structure 
will be borne by the $125,000 
bond issue which is now bei 
raised through local subserip- 
tions.
